1,270 patients were not ever diagnosed with 

a CCHD, did not ever have a CHD as the 

principal diagnosis, and did have a CHD and 

cardiac procedure in the same 

hospitalization.  

1,272 patients met inclusion criteria and 

contributed to final sample, regardless of 

additional diagnoses: 

 Ever diagnosed with a CCHD 

(n=341) 

 Ever had CHD as a principal 

diagnosis (n=547) 

 Ever having a CHD and cardiac 

procedure in the same hospitalization 

(n=384)* 

Exclude: 

 Patients ever diagnosed with ischemic 

heart disease (n=415) 

 Patients ever diagnosed with diabetes 

(n=105) 

 Patients ever diagnosed with sickle 

cell disease (n=4)
